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REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 9-20 are pending in the present application. Claim 1 
is in independent form. 

I. Statement Regarding The Substance of the Interview 

On November 12, 2009, Applicants' representative, Crystal Wilson 
(Reg. No. 61,730) informed the Examiner, that in the Restriction 
Requirement mailed on November 9, 2009, claims 6, 7 and 9 are shown as 
belonging to both Group I and Group II. 

Hie Examiner acknowledged the inconsistency, and clarified that 
claims 6 and 7 belong to Group II and claim 9 belongs to Group I. 

II. Restriction Requirement 

The Examiner requires Applicants to select one of the following groups 

for further prosecution on the merits: 

Group I including claims 1-5, 9-12 and 17-20, drawn to a process; 
and 

Group II including claims 6, 7 and 13-16, drawn to a product. 

III. Response to Restriction Requirement 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect, without 
traverse, to prosecute Group I, including claims 1-5, 9-12 and 17-20. 
Applicants specifically reserve the right to file a divisional application 
directed to non-elected claims 6, 7 and 13-16.
